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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
fonn the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

Claims 1, 2, 8, 9, 1 1-14. 22-24 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by McVey et al. (US 5,874,786). The reference discloses a power 
management system 20 having a plurality of battery inlets 22, 28, 36, 42 adapted to 
receive batteries both primary and secondary type (i.e. battery and solar cells), a 
plurality of load outlets 32a... 32d adapted to connect to different loads and switching 
means 30 for selecting different inlets for different outlets. See figure 2A. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e). (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3-7, 10, 15-21, 25, 27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 

being unpatentable over McVey et al. (US 5,874,786). The reference does not mention 

whether one battery can be charged by another battery or another external source can 

be connected to charge the batteries. It would have been obvious to one having 

ordinary skill in the art to have devised the system in such a way that it can recharge 

itself in order to avoid the repetitious changing of depleted batteries. 



Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 8/29/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Regarding Applicant's claim that the reference does not disclose any inlet or 
outlet. The Examiner disagrees. Applicant can be his own lexicographer. However, an 
inlet and an outlet, as defined in Applicant's specification in paragraph 7, are merely a 
connection, physical, inductive, conductive or otherwise for providing power. The prior 
art reference's inlet and outlet are connections (physical and conductive) to their 
respective batteries' posts. 
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Regarding Applicant's claim that the reference does not suggest or show the 
outlets are detachably connected to the devices/batteries. The reference discloses 
switch means 30 used to connect and disconnect any battery/solar cell to any 
device/load. These switches are connected to the outlet of the batteries and/or solar 
cell. The function of the switch means meets the language of Applicant's detachably 
connected. 

Regarding Applicant's claim that the reference does not disclose primary battery 
and points to a portion in the reference (column 1 , lines 15-19) to suggest that in fact 
the batteries are rechargeable or secondary. The Examiner agrees that column 1, lines 
15-19 does in fact show the batteries are rechargeable. However, this paragraph 
discloses the prior art that the reference is trying to solve. There is nowhere else In the 
reference that discloses the batteries are being recharged by the solar cells or any other 
means. It maybe deduce that the reference's batteries maybe primary batteries.
